THE IRISH CAMPAIGN. 


LORD HARTINGTON AND GOSCHEN GUARD- 
ED BY ARMED DETECTIVES. 


The Unionist Gathering at Dublin—Com.- 
ments of the Irish Press—A Bitter Lite- 
rary Dispute—The French Crisis—Sealed 
Orders Given the Army Commanders— 
The Epidemic in Ottawa—Trouble Be- 
tween French Canadians and the Salva- 
tion Army—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, November 380.—The Unionist pa- 
pers are very boastful of the reception of 
Hartigan and Goschen at Dublin. Much is 
made of the Reception Committee—their names 
and a tabular analysis are published, showing 
the number of men of different professions, 
the total being 931. A careful examination 
proves that even this moderate number must 
be reduced to 733, as some men were entered 
more than once. Oonsidering how many 
men are dependent in Dublin on 
the Oentral Government at the castie 
the number on the committee is nothing to be 
wondered at. A significant comment is the 
alleged cordiality of Dublin to Hartington and 
Goshen, who were followed everywhere by 
men with loaded revolyers. To Hartington, 
specially, the journey was repugnant, owing 
to the recollection of the murder of his 
brother, Frederick Cavendish. He only weut 
because of strong party representations. 

LOWELL ON COPYRIGHT. 

Mr. Lowell’s remarks on copyright in New 
York are fully indorsed here by men of al- 
most all shades of opinion. A popular writer of 
my acquaintance cannot keep his temper when 
American publishers are mentioned. What 
he does notalways remember is that some- 
thing happens on both sides. The late Cam- 
den Holton made a large fortune by publish- 
ing pretended authors’ copyright editions of 
American books. If a copyright convention ex- 
isted,Mark Twain would have made enormous 
sums here. Hardly any English writer is so 
popular; Lowell himself isa great losers Cu- 
riously enough, Gladstone is certainly not en- 
thusiastic for copyright. I have even heard 
him argue in a private assembly against copy- 
right. Probably, however, this was only for 
argument, but any way he feele no great in- 
dignation at the wrongs of the authors. 

A BITTER DISPUTES. 

The dispute between Mrs. Brookfield and 
Smith & Elder, publishers of the English edi- 
tion of the Thackeray letters, has become 
very bitter. Mrs. Brookfield’s son says their 
conduct is conspicuously lacking in morality, 
and on the question of money injustice is 
done the Scribners. He complains that his 
mother was not allowed to see proofs of the 
letters and correct the biunders, Smith 
Filder reply that they, bought . the 
stereotype plates from the Scribmers, and 
that the Scribners paid Mrs. Brookfield a sum 
for the American publication, and also extra 
for the English edition; moreover, that they 
could not prevent the publication of the letters 
here. Holding the copyright of all of Thack- 
eray’s writings, and these letters being well 
known to exist at the time the copyright was 
assigned them, their contention in this respect 
is correct. The present Lord Lytton compeiled 
Miss Devey to desistfrom the publication of 
his father’s letters, although Miss Devey al- 
leged that the letters were necessary to vindi- 
cate the reputation of Lady Lytton respecting 


quarrels with her husband.

THE FRENCH CRISIS. 


Opposition to M. Ferry’s Election as Presi- 
dent Becomes Serious. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

PaRIs, November 30.—President Grevy’s 
friends are taking heart again. The disgust 
which M. Jules Ferry’s candidature inspires 
in many quarters, and the fear that he may 
be elected have led several Radicals to de- 
clare that they would rather see the old Presi- 
dent remain at the Elysee than run the risk of 
finding him replaced bya friendof Prince 
Bismarck and the author of the spirited colun- 
ial policy. Oddly enough, Henry Rochefort, 
who has been attacking Wilson and his father- 
in-law for weeks past, has been 
brought around to this view and yester- 
day afternoon he distinguished himself by 
his activity in favor of the wmainte- 
nance of M. Grevy. The editor of the In- 
transigeant detests M. Jules Ferry and his 
kith and kin, far more than he does either M. 
Grevy or Wilson, and it says much for M. 
Jules Ferry’s chances of election that his most 
bitter enemy should be standing aghast at the 
not unlikely prospect of his installation at the 
Elysee. Public opinion is, however, too, 
strong against M. Grevy, whose conduct 
throughout this business has forfeited even 
the sympathy of those who were at first in- 
clined to pity him. So that this change of 
front will hardly benefit him now. 

A group of deputies has just issued a declar- 
ation with the view of inducing the different 
sections of the Republican party to work in 
harmony during the two years which the 
Chamber, barring accidents, has still before 
it. Thisis utopian, but praiseworthy. The 
fierce hostility to M. Ferry shows, however, 
how high the barriers are which divide the 
Opportunists and the Radicals.

A RELIGIOUS WAR.

The 
leaders of the mob state that when they 
renew the attack on the Salvationists 
they will have twenty thousand men at 
their back. The Salvationists, to repel any 
attack, are calling on outside members from 
other parts of the Dominion to come to their 
assistance, and already their numbers have 
been largely augmented. A serious conflict is 
inevitable, as Cardinal Taschereau, although 
requested to do so from the pulpit, has de- 
clined to caution his congregation against the 
insurrection they have commenced.

THE UNIONIST MEETING. 

DvuBLIN, November 8.—The Irish Times 
(Conservative) claims that the Unionist meet- 
ing last night was an assemblage of intellect, 
courage and popular feeling to protest, not as 
a minority but substantially as an equal por- 
tion of the Irish people, against the policy of 
the home rule party. The Freeman’s Journal 
in its comments on the meeting says the sur- 
roundings prove that Lord Hartington and Mr. 
Goschen were avowed enemies of Ireland. 
Detectives, it says, guarded the two English- 
men as if they were a couple of Ozars. The 
meeting was attended by only those who had 
tickets, and no claim could be made that it 
was the free expression of public opinion. 
The Dublin Express (Conservative) says 
there never was such a meeting before in Dub- 
lin. It points out that its supporters included 
peers, ecclesiastics, civil dignitaries and rep- 
resentatives of the railway, shipping, banking 
and professional! interests.

Of William J. Cantwell, Who Was Burned 
Terribly Some Weeks Ago. 


William J. Cantwell died at the City Hospital 
at 9:30 last night from the effects of burns re- 
ceived on the 12th inst. There is some mys- 
tery connected with his death, inasmuch as it 
is not known how he came by his injuries. He 
walked into the Fourth District Police 


Station on the 18th inst., and stated that he 
had been badly burned. To the police he 
stated further that he was a laborer and usu- 
ally made his home on Twelfth and Clinton 
streets, but he had been working at St.

_ Catholic Church. 


The Venerable Archbishop Kenrick om 


ciliates — Distinguished Clerical Lights 
Present — Scenes in the Preparatory 
Rooms—Order of the Procession—How 
the Services Were Conducted— Blessing 
of the New Bishop—Scenes at the Door— 
The Banquet at Noon and the Reception 
This Evening—Sketch of the New Digni- 
tary—Other Consecrations. 


The ceremonies attending the consecration 
of Rt. Rev. Thomas Bonacum as Bishop of the 
new see of Lincoln, Neb., took place this 
morning at 8t. John’s Catholic Church, Six- 
teenth and Chestnut streets, and constituted 
as elaborate, solemn and splendid aservice as 
the Oatholics of the city bave had the privi- 
lege of «witnessing for many a day. The 
representation. of clergy, however, far ex- 
ceeded in proportion the laity present, which 
would be avery surprising fact were it not 
explainable on the ground that the high 
charge for seate probably kept many from at- 
tending. The presence of only enough of the 
lay people to fill two-thirds of the auditorium 
was no evidence of the esteem in which Bishop 


_Bonacum ie held inthis city, where he has 


been for years the popular pastor of the 
Chureh of the Holy Name. Had the church 
doors been thrown open as usual no doubt 
there would have been an inpouring 
that would have taxed the seating 
capacity of the church. But the expenses of 
the ceremony were considerable, and it was 
thought best to charge for seats to defray 
them. But the clergy were present in large 
numbers. The hour for beginning the services 
was 8 o’clock but long before that 
time and long after, priests streamed 
through Father Hennessy's rectory and 
into the Library Hali,where the preliminaries 
of robing and learning their re- 
spective parts in the coming ceremony 
were gone through with. The priests came 

mall directions—on foot, in carriages and 
in@street cars. The streets in the vicinity 
looked solemn for the nonce as the black- 
attired members of the cloth hastened tuward 
the gathering-place.

Some were old and feeble, and picked 
their way cautiously over the icy pavement. 
Others were young but equally careful, be- 
cause they thought of the serious oconse- 
quences if their fleshy frames should fall.

THE SEATING ARRANGEMENTS. 


The partof the procession preceding the 
consecrandus and the consecrator entered 
the church somewhat in advance in order to 
give the priests a chance togrt seated. For 
them tbe first four rows clear across the 
chuich were reserved and were com- 
pletely occupied. From these, ex- 
tending halt way to the rear, the seats 
for the people were held at $1, and all the rest 
in the rear at 50 cents. Nearly all of the 81 
seats were taken but many of the 50-cent seats 
were vacant. Atthe door, despite the watch- 
fulness of Alex Mastbrook who handled the 
cash, one or two slipped in. During the 
mass, as the door was opened for a Post-DIs- 
PATOH reporter, an old, weather-beaten woman 
blowing on her biue hands, slipped in. The 
doorkeeper asked for her money, but she 
only mumbled: ‘‘I 
haven't any, sir; but 
please let me in, and 
she was allowed to pass 
ontoaseat. A number 
of women clustered 
about the main en- 
trance, leaning against 
the fron fence and the 
closed doors, hoping 
to get a peep of the 
scenes from which only 
the odors of incense 
and the voices of the 
choir floated out to 
their frost-chilled ears. 

When the priests had 
become seated, the Bishop Fink. 
Archbishop, following Bishop Bonacum, came 
in, and passing slowly down the main aisle, 
took his place on the throne on the north end 
of the sanctuary. On reaching the throne he 
washed his fingers and then put on his vest- 
ments. Over the cape lay the pallium of white 
wool with three black crosses, on his head re- 
— the miter, and in his hand he held the 
crozier, 


THE SERVICE. 
While the Archbishop was being vested 
Bishop-elect Bonacum at the side altar was 
being vested with the amice, alb, cincture and 
stole. When the Archbishop was prepared he 
left the throne and proceeded to the altar. 
The Bishop-elect sat before the middle wickets 
of the sanctuary with Bishop Fink on one 
hand and mg O’Connor on the other. 
These assisting Bishops resemble each other 
to a remarkable degree and observers of the 
ceremony were frequently at sea regarding

IS HIS sON GUILTY? 


The Mysterious Murder of David Randall 
at Turner’s Falis, Mass. 


TURNER'S FALLS, Mass., November 80.—The 
mystery surrounding the murder of David 
Randall last night deepens. The entire lack 
of any known motive forms a subject for the 
deepest perplexity. The victim was showing 
the o cupants of the room a lot of eggs he had 
bought, when suddenly a stun- 
ning explosion occurred and a so o- 
tion of the lamp shade fell.

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THE COMING SESSION, 

The Fiftieth Congress begins its first ses- 
sion next Tuesday under circumstances 
which seem to assure the Democrats a 
decisive victory in next year’s national 
election, if their representatives at Wash- 
ington are wise and harmonious enough 
to make the most of their opportunity. 

Their majority in the House is large 
enough to insure to any compact party 
absolute control of the proceedings, but 
not so large as to be unwieldly or to favor 
unruliness. The Senate is Republican by 
a majority so small and so divided on the 
more important questions that it will 
hardly prove an insurmountable obstacle 
to sound measures of reform and tax re- 
duction proposed by the Democrats in 
obedience to popular demands: In sup- 
port of the Democratic majority of the 
House is arrayed the mighty influence of 
a national Administration -which has 
held power long enough to dispel 
many foolish fears and partisan 
misgivings from the public mind and to 
satisfy the business interests that the 
Government is in hands that are at least 
under honest, safe and careful direction. 
Reinforcing these advantages, the Demo- 
crats have on their side a business buoy- 
ancy and brightness of outlook such as have 
rarely contributed to popular content- 
ment or to the prestige of a party in 
power. Soit would seem that, by simply 
fulfilling their pledges and meeting the 
just expectations and just demands of the 
public for tax reductions. and other re- 
forms so long discussed and sooften prom- 
ised by both parties, the Democrats should 
be able to make in the coming session a 
record which would secure their party 
another four years’ lease of power. 

But this very favorableness of the situa- 
tion and the very obviousness of their 
duty will make their failure to do it tell 
with double force against them, if they 
neglect their opportunity or prove unequal 
to the occasion. There are wily and 
adroit Republicans in both Houses whose 
palms are itching for the opportunity 
the failure of the Democrats would give 
them. The prevention of a surplus by re- 
ducing the exorbitant war taxes; the res- 
cue of the public domain from land thieves; 
a genuine reform of the civil service; a 
restoration to the people of powers 
usurped by .corporations or wielded 
in corruption by other plutocratic combi- 
nations of capital; the better protection 


of the masses from monopolies and from 


ali devices of taxation or franchise priv- 
ileges that work a false and fraudulent 
distribution of profits and earnings— 
these ends are all so plainly desired by the

ALTHOUGH it is said that nothing is cer - 


tain but death and taxation, the latter is 
by no means so inevitable as the Grim 
Monster, who knocks alike at palace 
gate and hovel door.

This may 
be New York law, since the Court of Ap- 
peals is unanimous in saying so, but it is 
not justice. That State is in more danger 
from her Jacob Sharps than from her 
Johann Mosts, and itis a great pity that 
she must let the former go free while she 
imprisons the latter. Having caught and 
silenced Most, she finds that she has no 
legal trap that will catch and hold a rich 
boodler, even when his guilt is so clearly 
established that no man living pretends to 
doubt it.

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LABOUCHERE’S LETTER. 


THE OPENING OF PARLIAMENT DELAYED 
BY THE QUEEN. 


February 15 the Date—Loving Subjects 
Suubbed by the Queen—fhe Biography 
of the Prince Consort — Hunting for a 
Fortune for the Second Battenberg In- 
fant—The Ex-Empress Eugenie—Social 
Gossip. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, November 80.—I recently an- 
nounced that Parliament would be opened 
by the Queen on Thursday, the 2d of February. 
This was the day fixed by the Cabinet, and 
quite late enough, too, considering that Good 
Friday falls on the 80th of March. It seems, 
however, that this date will not suit the 
Queen, who desires to take Buckingham 
Palace and this ceremony in on her way from 
Osborne to Windsor. So the opening has 
been postponed till Thursday, 16th of Feb- 
ruary. When the Queen last opened Parlia- 
ment she came up to Buckingham Palace frum 
Osborne for two nights, and then returned 
there until the time came for the usual Feb- 
ruary move to Windsor Castle. But all these 
journeys involve so much trouble, expense 
and fatigue that Her Majesty bas now 
decided that there shall be only one 
move from the Isle of Wight, and that if Lord 
Salisbury desires her presence at Westminster 
he must choose a day convenient to her, and 
February 15 isthe earliest date on which the 
Queen will consent to leave Osborne. Thisde- 
cision not to call Parliament together for busi- 
ness untillate in February is a curious com- 
ment upon the anxiety which the Tories are 
always professing to legislate. 

ROYAL WHIMS. 

Nothing can exceed the stupidity of royal- 
ties and those who are habitually about them. 
They expect everybody and everything to give 
way to thelr crazy whims and caprices. The 
Queen’s train reached Perth on Friday even- 
ing at a busy hour, and yet the idiotic order 
was telegraphed from Balmoral to exclude the 
public from the platform. Of course this could 
notbedone. And why should Her Majesty 
be so ostentationsiy ungracious to her sub- 
jects at Perth. These worthy people must 
have taken to heart the injunction to turn the 
other cheek when one has been smitten, for 
there is something almost pathetic in the 
pertinacity with which they crowd to the 
station to cheer the Queen in spite of the re- 
peated rebuffs which have been inflicted on 
them. 

BIOGRAPHY OF THE PRINCE CONSORT. 

The new biography of the Prince Consort 
which has been revised by the Queen, cer- 
tainly has not been enriched by any of her 
Majesty's recollections that were worth print- 
ing. The few stories of the Prince that she 
has allowed Mr. Tulloch to publish, remind 
one of Capt. Sumph’s anecdotes about Byron. 

THE SECOND BATTENBURG INFANT. 

The infant Battenberg was originally to have 
been named Victoria Alberta Julia, the last 
after her xrandmother, the Princess of Bat- 
tenburg. But finally Alberta gave way to 
Eugenie. There is a strong idea among the 
royal family that the Empress Eugenie will 
bequeath a portion of her very large fortune 
to Princess Beatrice and it is for this reason 
that such assiduous court is paidtoher. Pre- 
vious speculations of this kina have been most 
unfortunate. The late King of the Belgians, 
who possessed millions, was expected to 
leave a fortune to his godson, Prince Leopold. 
But he did notdo so. Our royalties, more- 
over, cruised assiduous'y for many years after 
the late Duke of Brunswick, who thoroughly 
appreciated the tactics of his English relatives, 
with the result that his vast fortune was left to 
the Duke of Cumberland and his extensive 
and valuable estates in Silesia to the King of 


Saxony. 
EMPRESS EUGENIE.

She is 
in her usual health and has derived much bene- 
fit from her last course of massage treatment.

A MAGNIFICENT GIFT. 


Baron Hirsch’s Donation of $10,000,000 for 
Hebrew Schools in Russia. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LonDon, November 80.—The Pesther Lloyd 
recently announced that Baron Hirsch had 
given 920, 000, 000 to be distributed among the 
Hebrew communities of Europe and Hebrew 
charities in proportions corresponding to their 
necessities. This news was contradicted, and 
in point of fact in this form it was inaccurate. 
The true version is the following: About 
three months ago, some days before the de- 
parture for Copenhagen of the Emperor of 
Russia, Baron Hirsch sent a letter to the 
Czar in which he offereda sum of $10,000,000 
to found in Russia primary schools for He- 
brews and $200,000 to be atthe disposel of the 
Czar for works of charity. The Czar wrote a 
note onthe letterand requested the Russian 
Minister of the Interior to report verbally 
upon it upon his return to Russia. The offer 
thus remained a dead letter for three months. 
During this time, those who knew of it, asked 
if Baron Hirsch, justly offended by this delay, 
would not withdraw his promise and if such 
delay did not expose this great and generous 
idea to the risk of not being realized. 
These fears are now at an end. On 
the return of the Czar he re- 
ceived the verbal report of the Minister 
of the Interior on the subject and signed his 
acceptance of the gift. The $10,000,000 are to 
be paid into the Bank of Engiand and Baron 
Rothschild and Baron De Worms, who were 
appointed Trustees and who will be replaced 
in case of death, will receive the interest of the 
sum so deposited. It is estimated that with its 
annual interest of $500,000 it will be possible to 
open 1,000 schools, recelying 50, 000 children 
who will thus be rescued from ignurance and 
bad example. Never has such a magnificent 
gift been made by a rich man in his lifetime to 
the destitute.

“QUEEN OF SHEBA.” 


The Brilliant Production at Music Hall— 
Amusement Notes. 


The National Opera Company added another 
artistic success to its list of operatic triumphs 
last evening. Karl Goldmark’s Queen of 
Sheba’’ was produced at Music Hall with an 
impressive magnificence of costumes, num- 
bers and scenic illustrations which places the 
work on a par with the greatest achievements 
of operatic production. 

The treatment of the work here by the Met- 
ropolitan Opera Company was undoubtedly 
admirable, but it was not on the scale of last 
evening’s performance.

The scene of the in- 
terior of the temple was not only strikingly 
beautiful, but was interesting from an arche2- 
ological standpoint. The religious music and 
impressive ceremonial of the Jewish church 
made it altogether commanding. Another 
gorgeous tableau vivant was the entry of the 
Queen into the palace hall, the costumes 
trappings, grouping of figures and triumphal 
car forming a gorgeous scene. The ballet in 
the fourth act was a graceful, characteristic 
and pretty divertisement. The production 
wasina large measure a triumph for Mr.

Not only scenically, but musically also, the 
work received admirabie treatment. The 
opera is classical, and somewhat heavy, but it 
possesses exquisite passages full of harmony, 
and at times of a high order of 8 The 
debut of Mr. Barton McGuckin, the English 
tenor, was an interesting feature of the per- 
formance.

TARIFF REFORM. 


SPEAKER CARLISLE SAYS SOMETHING WILL 
BE DONE BY CONGRESS. 


The Same Old Fight in Prospect—No Tariff 
Measure Keady—The House Committees 
—Mr. Carlisle Declines to Commit Him- 
self—How the Thobe Contest Will Be 
Handled in the House—Dinner to the 
British Fishery Commissioners. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., November 30.—Speaker 
Carlisle has returned to this city from New 
York. Sincethe circulation of the report as 
to his intentions with regard to Mr. Randall 
andthe chairmanship of the Committee on 
Appropriations he had sedulously refrained 
from referring to any subject whatever and 
has uniformly denied himself to reporters of 
the papers. Lastevening, however, he con- 
sented to receive the PosT-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent, and spoke freely on general topics. 
With regard to prospective legislation on the 
tariff he said: 

„1 have every reason to believe that an 
equitable reduction on imports will be effected 
during tne coming session. Iexpect we shall 
develop the same opposition with which we 
have always had to contend. The Republicans 
will undoubtedly be found in the position 
which they have always held. The pro- 
tectionists will wage as bitter a warfare as 
ever, but the reform must come. As to the 
reports which I have seen in the papers thata 
tariff bill is now in course of preparation, I 
will say that as yet absolutely nothing has 
been done to formulate a measure. Many 


| gentlemen have given the matter much 


thought, but there has been nothing in the 
way of formal consideration of the subject by 
any one. The matter ot framing a bill will not 
be taken up until after the organization of the 


House.

CONTRACT TERMS 


On Which the German Teachers Hold Their 
Places in the Public Schools. 


The following Is a copy of the contract signed 
by the teachers of the Public Schools, under 
date of September 5, 1887. Its provisions set- 
tle the question as tothe powers of the new 
Board to declare the German teachers’ places 
vacant at any time: 

The undersigned hereby accept appoint- 
ments, with the rank written opposite their 
respective names, in the Public Schools of the 
City of St. Louis for the scholastic year 1887-88, 
and such future appointments as may be given 
them, - to such change in salary as the 
Board of President and Directors of the St. 
Louis Public Schools — make during the 
said year, and also subject to the present rules 
and regulations of said Board for the govern- 
ment of said schools, as published in the an- 
nual school report for 1883-84, and all amend- 
ments of said rules, and particularly subject 
to section lof rule 133, which is in the follow- 
ing language, to-wit: 

Rule 133, section 1.—The teachers reappoint- 
ed at the close of a scholastic year shall hold 
their positions for one year,it being, however, 
provided that any teacher may at any time 
during the year for which said reappointment 
has been made, be removed by a vote of the 
majority of the Board, and it being further 
provided thatthe Board distinctly reserve to 
themselves the right of discontinuing the 
services of any and allof the teachers at any 
time, should they deem such an action ex- 
pedient, Any teacher appointed to a position 
shall hoid position for that scholastic year 
subject, however, to the above mentioned 
provisions governing teachers reappointed at 
the close of a scholastic year.

DIAMOND-CUTTING IN LONDON, 


The Enormous Amount Paid for Digmonds 
by Americans. 
From the London Times. 

The public are probably not aware of the 
extent to which diamond-cutting has been re- 
vived in London. Nearly two hundred years 
ago Englishmen were the finest diamond-out- 
ters in the world, the trade being nearly all 
carried on in London, and all the present time 
old English-cut diamonds will always fetch a 
very high price, as the cutting is still so much 
prized. 

Through Paty persecution the cutters 
migrated to Amsterdam, where they have 
since remained. At the time when the African 
diamond Geids were discovered there was only 
one diamond-cutter in London. Dutchmen 
were accordingly engaged to work in London 
from Monday morning till Friday sunset, and 
they were to receive £10 a week each man. 
They struck several times successfully for 
higher wages, but when they demanded 418 

er week each man they were discharged, and 

nglish gem-cutters were put at the work. 

At first the Englishmen were only able after 
a deal of trouble to out a class of diamond in 
one month which they could now cut in about 
four days. Assoonas it was clearly proved 
that Englishmen had once more ined the 
art, the Worshipful Company of Turners de- 
cided to give English cutters everg encourage- 
mess, and have, with the valuable assistance 
of the Baroness and Mr. Burdett- Coutts, offered 
money awards in competition against the 
Dutch for the — — , After several 
contests the Englishmen galued the first prize 
and most of the others. 

Up to the end of 1885 out of four of the — 
cipal mines of South Ameriea— namely. Ki 
berley, De Beers, Bultfontein and Du Toit’s 
Pan, no less than 83,000,000 carats of diamonds 
(or more than six and a half tons’ weight) 
have been extracted, realizing about £40, 600, - 
000. The diamonds now discovered are 
nearly all found in British possessions, 
namely, Africa and India. Yet the 
vast majori of the stones are still 
p lished, which every Englishman should 
consider ‘ought not to be. As one of the great- 
est secrets connected with the trade consists 
in the one word patience, there is an immense 
feld for the employment of women. As ana- 
tion the Americans are the finest judges of dia- 
monds in the worid, and itis to London that

Getting Ready for His Fight With Cham- 
pion Jack, Dempsey. 


A dispatch from New York says: Johnny 
Reagan, who is to fight Jack Dempsey in a few 
weeks, has from fifty to one hundred visitors 
every day at his training quarters, near Fort 
Hamilton. His method of training is simple. 
On rising in the morning he has a glass of old 
sherry containing a rawegg. Then follows 
brief exercise with two-pound dumb bells, 


and afterward a walk of two miles. This 
makes him hungry for his breakfast of broiled 
Enclish mutton-chops, toast and tea. 
When the breakfast has settled he goes 
on a five or ten mile spin along 
the hard beach. Then he punches au inflated 
rubber bag suspended from the Ceiling. This 
is to make him activeon his le and gives 
him a quick eye.. His dinner is ef, chicken 
or mutton roasted, finishing with apple-sauce 
or preserved peaches. ‘wo hours elapse, 
when comes quoit-pitching, base-ball throw- 
ing or more bag-punching. One more walk 
and he is ready for supper, after which he 
talks with visiting friends. Sometimes there 
is musicfrom the pianoin the parior, with 
occasionally a little dance. He is off to bed 
early. Salt-water baths and hard rubbing 
follow each of his exercises. He is an 
easy man to train because he never uses 
liquor or tobacco in any form, the sherry and 
egg when preparing for a üght being the one 
exception. He has trained down from 170 to 
152, and is as hard asarock. His age is barely 
21, and he stands 5 feet 54% inches high, which 
is three inches less than Dempsey. Speaking 
of his fight with Mike Henry, he said to a 
reporter: ‘‘I was not well at the time, and 
very much cast down over the death 
of my little 8-year-old brother, which oc- 
curred just before it.

It broke me 
all ig I had to fightin a short time, but I 
could not rally from the shock which his 
death caused me.
